of God shouted for joy, at the hour of its nativity, this everlasting scheme 
had been adopted by the heavenly powers as the means of: ita predestined 
sanctification ; ahd moreover, that through the application und operations of 
this same, unchangeable, puissant plan, millions on millions of worlds, with 
all their countless hosts of human and other inhabitants, had been redeemed 
and glorified prior to the period when this little n our mother earth, was 
manbered among the creations of God. 

Nothing could be more at variance with all 1500 ideas n the 
character and attributes of the great Creator, than to suppose the plan of 
life and salvation to be the peculiar property of any one planet, of any one 
people, or of any particular period of human history. The simple fact of 
there being but one such plan in existence—a point which, if not conceded as 
gelf-evident, is susceptible of the plainest possible proof—should be sufficient 
to confute ail such attenuated notions.
